The Inwardness of the Great Ob- 
jector’s Presidential Boom. 


Supplementing the Regular Army With a Mi= 
litia Organization—Colored Schoels-China 
and France—Washington Letter,

Speciat Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, September 5,—Gen. Drum 
has spoken his mind about the regular army 
and the militia and the sentiment of all 
military men is with him. The army 
of the United States is certainly a 
very light affair as compared with 
those of other countries of like rank, and 
Gen Drum’s theory*that it ought to be sup- 
plemented with a strong and available mili- 
tia organization meets with general approval 
here. In this connection some statements 
regarding the strength of the armies of other 
countries, recently obtained here, are inter- 
esting, The army of this country, as is well 
understood, is, in round numbers, 25,000, No 
other nation of even half the population, has 
as insignificant an army. There are only 
three other countries with a population equal 
to or exceeding that of this country. ‘These 
are China, British India and Russia. The 
latter country, whose population is about 50 
per cent greater-than ours, has a standing 
army of aimost a million men, or about forty 
times as great as our own. Gritish India, 
whose population is five times that of our 
own, has an army nearly eight times as large 
asours. China, with a povuiation neariy 
eight times as large as our own, has an army 
twelve times as large. Germany, whose pupu- 
lation is ten per cent less than ours, bas a 
standing army nearly twenty times as large 
as our own. France, with a population 
twenty-five per cent less than our own, has 
an army twenty .iies as great as ours. Great 
britain, whose popuiation is also tweuty-five 
per cent below our own, has an army five 
times asyreat. 

TILDEN AND HOLMAN. 

There is a growing belief in certain quar- 
ters that sly Samuel Tilden is behind the 
H.lman boom, and that it is simply one of 
Samuel's shrewd tricks to split up the 
lndiana people, aud thereby injuge Me- 
D.naia’s chances, which were becoming 
altogether tou guod to suit him. The tueorv 
is that theSunis booming Holman at Tilden’s 
order for this purpose ouly, and when it 
has thus slaughtered McDonald Holman will 
be dropped. .‘Litis is a very pretty theory, and 
it may be true sOfar as the inteutions of the 
chief actors in the scheme gy, but if so itis 
doubtless being done Wi.hout the knowledge 
of Hviman. He is as bunest in bis relations 
to his fellows as he is in his duty as a tjegis- 
lator, and he would not be a party to any 
such performance as this. 

“itow will Tilden and John Kelly get 
aloug this time?’ your correspondent asked 
of a New Yorker recently. 

‘Tilden will see that Keily is straight this 
time,’’ was the answer. ‘“‘It is only a ques- 
tion of the loaves apd shes with Kelly, aud 
you may be sure that Tilden is not going 
into the fight again without takiug-ecare uv 
that animai, and dving it well, too. The im- 
pression continues to gain strength here 
that ‘Tilden will be the nominee of the 
Dewccratic party. 

COLORED SCHOOLS, 

The Normal Insutute in session at Staun- 
ton, Va., near here, i. aitracting a good deal 
of attention as indicating the progress of the 
colored race in the educational line. This is 
the first institute of the kind held in Vir- 
ginia uuder the entire coutrol of the colored 
race. ‘the Institute was calied in honor of 
the Normal School autuorized by the last 
Legi-.iature tobe opened at Petersburg, for 
the exciusive use of the colured teachers of 
the Siate. The State now has 1,100 colored 
teachers, and 158 pupils to évery~ teacher. 
‘The lustitute has a regular course of study, 
consisting of grammar, arithmetic, algebra, 
geoyraphy, history, re: nog, writing and 
inusic. ‘ne methods oi iustruetion are by 
object teaching, charts, lectures, etc., and 
the progress of the pupii-teachers is very en- 
couraging. ‘The institutes are tobe made 
annuai, and are to be heid at different por- 
tions of the State each year 30 as to give thie 
teachers at large the iull benetit of the system. 
‘The colored people of the State and of other 

tates are manifesting a great interestin the 
| ustitutes as a step forward in the education 

of the colored race, and there is reason to 
hope that it may extend tu other States, and 
may reaily be the beginning of the end of 
the vexed question of the relation of the 
races in the Scuth. 

CHINA AND FRANCE, 

The impressivad ip military and diplomatic 
circles regarding the Fraucp-Chinese war is 
not favorable to France. Alone, without the 
moral or other support of any other country, 
China might find some difficulty in repelling 
the attacks of France. Her reguiar army is 
only 300,000, wifile that of France is 500,000. 
Even on a war footing the Chinesé army is 
only amillion, while that of France 
is three willions. Yet the ‘tircum- 
stances are uufavorable to France that 
the chances seem to be _ — against 
her. China has a very large coast, and auy 
attempt to biockade her vurts would prove 
almost a certain failure. The 6,000 men she 
has in Tonquin are already fully employed in 
halding the advantage that she has already 

gained. Heretofure the British have made 
no objection to the use of the Suez Canal for 
the transfer of trvops and supplies for the 
petty quarrel in Tonquin, but it Is not prob- 


pose in case the war Is to be made on the 
basis that the iuterterence of China seems to 
indicate. England dues a very large prupor- 
tion of the carrying trade fur China, and has 
half her commeree. ‘The share of Frauce ip 
the carrying trade or in the commerce of 
China is littie more than 5 per cent. Engiand 
has no love for hm and ba = . 
closing the ports o er most im an 

casteanet: both at home and in india, apd 
wiil not hesitate to thruw what obstacle she 
can in the way, aud to join with Germany in 
at least a moral support of, and quiet assist- 
ance to China.

Experimental Trip of a Boat—An Ea- 
ger and Kxcited Crowd.

AN ATTEMPT TO ANNUL 
The Will of the Late Mrs. Williard Fisk 
—$1,500,000 Involved.

ITH aca, N. Y., September 7.—The Ithaca 
Journal this evening contains an account, 
five columns in length, of the effort to annul 
the will of the late Mrs. Williard Fisk, 
whereby Cornell University received $1,500,- 
000, at the instance of her husband, Prof. 
Williard Fisk, ex-librarian of the Univer- 
sity. Lieutenant-Governor Hill is his coun- 
sel. Samuel S. D. Holliday is counsel for 
the University, and ex-Judge Countryman is 
counsel for Judge Buardman, the executor 
of the will. The nature Of thé present action 
is a motion to open the final acecunting of 
the executor, by which he paid $800,000 to 
the University, and to have him account for 
the money still in his hands. ‘The ground on 
which the action is brought is a clause in the 
charter forbidding the University to lhioid 
property in excess of $3,000,000. The Uni- 
versity authorities refuse to outline their 
defense. A decree opening the final account- 
ing, by consent ot ex-Judge Boardman and 
the University authorities, was tnade to-day 
at the hearing in the Surrogate's Court. The 
issue involves the title to tne Fisk mansion 
on University Hill and other property, in ad- 
dition to the personal estate. Prof. Fisk is 
now in Florence, Ltaly. President White 
intended leaving Southampton, England, for 
Jinaca yesterday. ‘Lhe date is not yet agreed 
upon for the hearing on the re-opeved tinal 
accounting. The action of Prof. Fiske is 
irreconcilable with his public adaress at the 
laying of the corner-stone of Cornell Uni- 
versity.

Alderman 8. M, Ford of Kansus City has 
just returned from Ohio, and was met in the 
city to-day by a Post-DisPaTcH reporter.

abe pegoscans ticket. The Seott law, too, is 
osing ground and is not so popular now as 
it was some time ago. It has the opposition 
of the temperance people becanse it legalizes 
liquor selling; it has the opposition 
of many saloon-keepers, because it places an 
equal tax on ail saloons and crushes out the 
smaller saloons and the saioons in small 
towns, and it is opposed by 
many people for various similar reason,’ 
“What effect will Hoadly’s sickness have 
on his prospects ?”’

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M., 

No afternoon session of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change wil! be held until September 10. 

The amount of grain on passage forthe United 
Kingdom on September 1 was 1,200,000 bu. smaller 
than the week earlier, and 3,260,000 bu less than 
September 1, 1882.——Hog packing from March 1 
to September 5, 1883, as reported by the Cincinnati 
Price Curreit, was 2,815,000 hogs, against 2,535,000 
same time last year.——The St. Paul SPioneer- 
Press, figuring on the overplus of wheat in Minne- 
sota this year,gives the acreage as 2,507,171, which, 
at 15 bushels to the acre (a moderate estimate), is 
37,607,565 bu. ‘The amount consumed by the popu- 
lation, per capita, has been proven to be a barrel 
of flour, or five bushels of wheat, per year. Placing 
the population of the State at 922,708, this would 
make 4.613.540 bu. For seeding at 14% bushel to the 
acre, 3,761,756 bu would be required. The over- 
plus, consequently, would be 29,232,269 bu.——The 
English hop markets are stronger and prices 2s 
higher, owing to reported damage to the crop.—— 
8S. W. Allenton of Chicago, who has re- 
turned from a trip through the corn 
belt, telegraphed Wall street: “The 


corn, wheat and oat crops in Nebraska 
are the finest I ever saw in any State in tits 
Union. In Kansas and Missouri the corn crop 
is immense. The corn cropin lowa is good but 
late. Silks have all turned black, and a light 
frost will not hurtit, buton the contrary would 
do it good. Central Lilinois has the finest crop of 
corn in ten years. In iact, crops of all kinds are 
simply immense in quautity and of excellent qual- 
ity. Don’t forget my prediction, made long ago, 
ot a two-thousand-inillion-bushel corn crop.”’—— 
T. Walsingham Carter trades under the rules of 
the Leagus, and P. Peregrine Ferguson under the 
rules of the American Association. Consequent- 
ly, T. Walsingham Carter can make two trades to 
P. Peregrine Ferguson’s one. as T. Walsingham 
Carter takes everything on the fly, while P. Pere- 
grine Ferguson waits to take them on the bound. 
——It is said that considerable long wheat was 
sould in London yesterday at a sacrifice, the same 
having been heid off the market for sometime pre- 
vious. A meinber of a leading St.Louis commiss- 
jon firm said yesterday: ‘We would like to see the 
future of wheat through bull glasses, but the follow- 
ing figures rather discourage our attempting to 
do so: During last October cash wheat sold at 
901,c, and the largest stocK we had on any one 
day was 560,000. To-day, October wheat is sell- 
ing 13 to 14c higner—at $1 04, and our stock 
amounts to 2,100,000, withno prospect of an ex- 
port movement, for our Liverpool bids are only 
lige higher than one yearago. We think wheat 
is doomed to a lower level.” 

Atchison, Kan., wires E. M. Samuel that the 
weather is moderate, no frosts reported in the 
West and corn crop good. Jhicago speculators 
sprung a bugbear on wheat shorts to<lay by coin- 
Hieating foreign affairs in her own eat pit. 
English markets did not appear to be badly 
ala.med by any foreign complications, as they 
were dull and weak. 

Wheat futures advanced again, The vi germs 
was weaker and lower, as public cables were dull 
and easier, with fair weather in England, private 
cables also reporting wheat quiet, easier and to 
sell lower prices only to be ubtained; receipts 
were larger in the Western markets, Chicago ia- 
specling 322 cars and Toledo 356, while receipts 
here were near 121,000 bu. In Chicago there 
was said to be some _ shipping demand 
but New York was doing little on export account 
and in the home market nothing at all, Liverpool 
offers being down to a basis of 99c here for No. 2. 
The Eastern markets were lower and Chicago was 
also off early in the Gay. About 10:300’clock that 
market commenced to stiffen up ape a pervous 
feeling Was reported on European lications. 
These very visionary complications frightened 
some shorts into covering, and as it was alsv re- 
ported thai tae Signal Service predicted frost in 
the north and west for to-night, and corn went 
up Se gee) in consequence, a general scare fol- 
lewed, and there was some heavy buying that 
caused a rapid advance.

Public Opinion on the Result—What the Peo- 
ple of Gallatin Think—Interviews With Va- 
rious Citizens—Frank James’ Future.

GALLATIN, September 6.“No one dreamed 
fora moment thatthe jury inthe Frank 
dames case would reach a verdict at all, and 
when, upon the assembling of court at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, the Sheriff announced 
that the jury had agreed upon a verdict, 
there was at first a feeling of deep surprise, 
and then word passed that the verdict must 
surely bea conviction for murdet in the 
first or second degrees. The same large 
audience Which had listened to Wallace’s 
grand effort of - the morning re- 
turned to hear the outcome. The 
ladies, who have been in faithful at- 
tendance since the first day, occupied all the 
seats on the stage. Sheriff Crozier brought 
the defendant in, followed by the faithful 
little wife. He was as cold and calm as 
ever, and was, to appearances, the least ¢on- 
cerned man of ail that throng. The sus- 
pense of the little wife was painful All 
color had left her face. Her lips were closely 
pressed together, but her hands were en- 
ed in twisting a handkerchief into arope.

The wife 
dro}ped her eyes to the flocr and seemed to 
await the biow. ‘“‘We, the jury, find the de- 
fendant, Frank James, not guilty as charged 
in the indictment,” read the Judge, in a slow 
and distinet voice.

Frank James accepted the congratulations 
of his counselin an unemotional inanner and 
never spoke to his wife.

Mr. D. P. Grier, when asked about the 
matter, said: “I think it is an outrage upon 
justice, and nothing else.” 

“What will be the effect upon the inter- 
ests of the State generally ?’’

The Iron Mountain R. R. Said to be 
Buying Chouteau Avenue Property. 


Citizens and property-owners in those sec- 
tions of the city which lie immediately north 
and south of Chouteau avenue are very reason- 
ablye xercised just now over the manifestly 
foreshadowed intentions of the Iron Mount- 
ain Railway Company to become the sole pro- 
prietors of all the real estate situated on 
either side of Chouteau avenue from Fourth 
street to the Union Depot. The St. Louis 
and San Francisco Company have also in- 


vested heavily in reali estate in the same sec- 
tion of the city, their latest purchase being 
the Wainwright Brewery property 
on Ninth and Cerré streets, the 
buildings and ground formerly  oc- 
cupied by the Christian Brothers’ College, 
adjoining the Wainrieht property on the 
east and the old McDoweil College, just 
south of the Christian Brothers’ College, and 
in the. same block.

OLD ANNAPOLIS. 


A Day in Maryland’s Ancient Capital — 
An Interesting Graveyard. 
Fpecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WasuinaTton, D. 0., September 4—As I 
came in sight.of the depot, I heard the loco- 
motive sitriek and the bell ring, and saw the 
train move slowly away; and 1 realized the 
blank prospect before me of four hours in 
Annapolis, and nothing to do.

of Old Burns, whom Washington wrule of as 
‘‘the obstinate Mr. Burns,” and who, whien 
badgered to sell by the father of his country, 
asked him, curtly, “What you be if you 
hadn’t married the W dow Curtiss?” Be- 
fore the days when Burns’ son-in-iaw, J. P. 
Van Ness, rodein his yellow coach drawn 
by four horses, and gave diuners to “Old 
Hicw«ory”’ which were as much talked of as 
the Vanderbilt dinners are to-day; be- 
| fore ail ihat Annapolis Was tie 
metropolis of Maryland. ‘ihe home of sump- 
tuous extravagance, sv lavish was the ex- 
penditure gf the beaux and belies of the 
period, that a Freneh officer, writing honie, 
said he had never seen it equaled even in 
aris.

The Favorites for Funéral and Wed- 
ding Occasions in New York, 
From the New York Teiegram, 


“Ye s,” saidan uptown florist of thirty 
years experience, “the lily is the favorité 
luneral flower, and of all lilies the Japunese 
is the foremost at present. It was first im- 
ported to America by au American gentile- 
man for his private garden in Newport, aft- 
erward brought to his garden in Fifth ave- 
nue, twelve years since, but New Yorkers 
generally did not favor it until within the 
past few years. To-day florists sell it asa 
rarity. ‘These lilies, with their whité petals 
and dark purple ends, make a Gneée center 
flower for bouquets for a dinnet table. The 
‘Ida Ranger’ (spiral), which is of German ori- 
gin, isan Augustand September flower. It 
growsona shrub about six feet high and 
each twig is full of clusters of flowers, which 
are White and something in shape between 
ai apple blossom and a lilaej When the 
flowers change, a little later in the autumn, 
to a pink hue, they have reached their ful- 
ness and fade immediately, so that it is real- 
ly a flower peculiar to autumn. ‘Thils flower 
will sell for funerals.” 

“Are there ar:y new designs for funerals 
anid weddings?” asked the reporter. 

“Well, the pillows made entirely of rosés 
or interspersed with everlastings, some rep- 
resenting an initial, others the woras “Gone 
befure,”’ eic., are the latest. design; but the 
plilows are of different shapes, some of théem 
inade very full, vtuers with or without a 
double row of roses or lisies. Catla lilies 
lave had their day. As for the wedding 
Dbuuquets they are principaily of the white 
rese ‘Catherine Murnet,’ which 1s a large 
double pure white rose, and orange flowers.

Curious HKecovery. 
From the Oswego Palladium. 

A very curfous incident vecarred a few 
days since, in connection with a dozen oid 
muskets, which A. D. Adams Post, G. A. R., 
of Lyons, purchased of the United States 
Government. It seems that, at the begining 
ot the civil war, among the volunteers from 
Lyons was a young man named Charlies 
Dunn. He went into the army and served 
well, He was seriously wounded at bull 
Run, and later died in the hospital at Alex- 
andria, Va. From the time of this injurv on 
the battlefield nothing was seen of him or 
his personal effects by his friends, and only 
the published records told them of his death 
among strangers. Last week the muskets 
purebased by the Adams Post arrived, They 
were being looked over one afternoou, during 
the soldiers’ encampment at Sodus Point, by 
Homer J. Dunn, a brother of the dead 
soldier, when one of the patty noticed two 
large letters, C. D., carved upon the butt of 
the gun. Attracted by the letters, a closer 
examination of them showed the full name, 
“Chas. Dunn,” carved tess plainiy upon the 
wood. Other carvings about the guu-stock, 
which are well remembered by his intimate 
companions in the war, convinced ail who 
knew Dunn that the musket was hiss His 
brother has compared the earving on the 
musket with other carvings about his old 
home, and finds them very similar. Con- 
sidering the hundreds of thousands of simi- 
lar muskets seattered over hundreds of 
battlefields, and the insmense number stolen 
and solid during the war, itis, Indeed, strange 
that this gun shouid have found its way 
back to the home of its dead owner, and to 
the very Grand Army of the Republic Post 
of which the only brother of the deceased is 
amember. The Adams Post has formerly 
presented Homer Duun with the musket, of 
whici a number of photograps bave been 
taken and distributed about Lyons.

WHERE LEMONS COME FROM, 
The Mode of Shipping Them and the 
Prices Which They Bring. 

From tne Boston Globe. 

“A few of this year’s crop of Malaga 
lemons have already arrived,” said a Quincy 
market dealer afew days since, “But,” he 
continued, “they are very green and have to 
be ripened here.” 

“Where does the greater of our Boston 
supply of lemons come from?” queried the 
reporter. 

‘Nearly all we get here are brought from 
Napies, Palermo, Kodi, Sorrento and Mes- 
sina. A small quantity is received from 
South America and aiso from Jamaica. 
The best lemons we. receive, however, are 
frum Fiorida, because in the first place they 
are naturaliy fine truit, and in the second 
place the distance they have to come is, com- 
paratively speaking, so short that they ar- 
rive in perfect condition.” 

; “How are the fureigu lemons transported 
ere?” 

‘ihe usual way is by sending them in 
steamers around by way of Liverpool. Deal- 
ers in lialy buy lemons from the growers, 
aud take their chances in the American 
market, shipping them here for sale by 
auction. Their value depends entirely upon 
their quality and the supply in the market. 
lo-day they may be svold for $1 per box 
while two days hence they may bring as high 
a@ price as $14 or $15 per box. 

“I suppose money is very frequently lost 
in lemons brought here?’ 

“Yes, indeed, Why, even excellent ones 
sometiives do bot bring at auction enough w 
pay the freight upon them.” 

**tlow are lemons selling at present?” 

“The pew Malaga lewons bring from $3 to 
$5 per box. The size of the boxes varies, 
and hold 400, 450 or 500 lemons. The best 
lemons just now are worth $6 per box.”’ 

Ee long Will lemons keep in this cll- 
mate? 

“Some soft, juicy ones will not keep more 
than 4 muntii, ho matter how carefully they 
are looked after, while others that are firm 
aud hard wili keep for four months. Mes- 
sina ietnons areas arule the best to keep, 
Paiermos rank next, and the poorest, as a 
general thing, are from Naples.” 

“is there any truth in the story that lem- 
ons are ripened and colored by artificial heat 
and sulpher fumes ?”’

A: TRAVELER’S TALE.

John W. Norton Discourses on 
Matters European. 


—_ 


His Impressions of Spain, France, Italy, Ger- 
many, Holland and England—Irving’s Pe 
culiarities—The Thrifty and Ciéanly Hol- 
landers—American Theaters Far Ahead of 


European. 


John W. Norton, the popular manager of 
thy allied theaters, with his wife, returned 
from a protracted visit to Europe this morn- 
ing. Mr. and Mrs. Norton left St. Louis on 
the 20th of May and sailed for Liverpool from 
New York a few days later. Both are look- 
ing the better in health for their trip and are 
warm in their expressions of pleasure at 
their return to St. Louis. A Post-DIsPATCH 
reporter called upon Mr. Norton this morn- 
ing for the purpose of obtaining a talk about 
matters theatrical and otherwise. His re- 
ception was as cordial as could be desired and 


every one of his questions were answered 
with as much promptness and candor as the 
most rigid inquisitor could Gesire. = 

“We had a delightful passage over,” said 
Mr. Norton in reply to the firstinterrogatory. 
‘“‘After a day or two in London we sailed for 
Lisbon, and thence we proceeded to Gibral- 
tur, and across the Mediterranean to Tangier. 
Returning, we made the tour of Spain ina 
leisurely manner, stopping longest at 
Madrid, which, by the way, is a lovely 
city.” 

‘Did you attend any performances at the 
Spanish theaters ?”’ 

“No; for they were 
mer season.” = 

“What are your impressions of Spain ? 

“That it is a pleasant country. I can speak 
of it onlyin general terms, however, my 
stay there not having been long enough to 
enable me to make an exhaustive study of 
the country.”’ 

“Did you attend a bull-fight?” 

“No; that sensation was denied me, for 
there were none while I was in Spain.” 

“And France?” ’ 

“Oh, we did France, too, but only in a cur- 
sory manner. We werein Paris for quite a 
while, however.” 

“Were the theaters open?” 

“Some of them. The reigning attraction 
was a spectacular piece cailed ‘Peau 
d’Aine,’ in Engtish, ‘The Ass’ Skin,’ 
which was very gorgeous. The French thea- 
ters, like allthe European theaters that-I 
saw, are stuffy, vld-fashioned affairs that 
cannot hold a va.dle - alongside 
of a first-class American theater. 
The ‘Comedie Francaise,’ that very much 
cracked-up institution, is as bad as the rest 
of them.” 

‘‘Aud Sara Bernhardt?” 

“She was notin Paris while I was there, 
so I did not see her.” 

“You went through Italy, of course?” 

“Ohwes, and we were on the island of 
Ischia 2 few days before the earthquake. 
‘Those Italian islauds are geuuine Edens of 
loveliness. Wedroppedin at Pompeii, and 
from what we saw oi that buried city 1 can 
iurm atolerably accurate idea of the hor- 
rors of Casamicciola. We were in Napies, 
Rome, Milan aud the other show cities of 
ltaly. From Italy we went through Austria 
and Germany, and thence to Holland.” 

“Pid you visit the World’s Expvusition at 
Amsterdam ?” 

“Yes, sir. The Hollanders impressed me 
as the most contented and prosperous peopie 
in Europe” Every one knows they are a 
thrifty and industrious people, but only a so- 
journ among thew: can give the traveier an 
idea of their extraordinary cleaniiness. 
Why, you could eat a meal with comfort on 
the sidewalks. ‘The treasures of art in the 
cities of Hulland are of inestimable value, 
aud po one who visits Europe shouid fail to 
make a long stay in the Netherlands.” 

“Is it true that in Germany strangers are 
subjected to a most searching police sur- 
veiilance?”’ 

Judging by my own experience 1 should 
say not, fur | was never once asked to show 
my passport.” 

“You reserved England for the last, ap- 
parently ?”’ 

“Yes, sir. Wewere in England for quite 
a while. I might as weil anticipate your 
question about Irving by teiliung you at once 
thatlsaw himin “The Lyons Mail.’ I con- 
sider hin a very fine melodramatic actor, but 
i dun’t kKaow whether the theater-goers in 
this country will like him, on account of his 
nuinerous peculiarities. Miss Eilen Terry 1s 
a very charming actress, and 1 think will be- 
come popular here.” 

“What are your general impressions of 
European travel ?” 

‘I think the European railroads are 
superior to the American railroads. 
They run much more smvotily than our own 
roads, the depots are very much finer, and 
the hotels, particuiarly in the smaller cities, 
are far ahead of the hotels in the smaller 
tuwns of the United States.” 

“Did you meet many St. Louisans 
abroad ?”’ 

“We encountered them everywhere. Mis- 
souri was Weil represented in Europe this 
year, there being several large parties from 
Sedalia, Boonviile and vther interior towns.” 

‘Did you have a good pussage across the 
Atlantic on your return journey ?” 

“Well, hardly. We lett Liverpool in the 
Germanic on the 23d of August and Queens- 
town on the 24th. We encountered a ter- 
tific hurricane on the open sea on 
the following day, that lasted forty-eight 
hours. Every one was ordered below, and 
wien the storm had subsided and we were 
permitted the freedom oi the decks once 
more, the scene gave us a yivid notion of the 
power of the storm, for almust everything 
haa been sweptclean, and the massive raii- 
ings and iron work were twisted intu a 
thousand eccentric shapes, as though they 
had been 80 many = straws. Not- 
withstanding the storm we made very 
good time, however, arriving in New York 
on Saturday last, eight days after we left 
Liverpool. Am I giad to get back? Well, 
I should say so.”’ 

‘Are we going to have a good season in 
St. Louis this winter?” 

‘*]| think so, decidedly,”’ was Mr. Norton’s 
concluding statement, “and you may say 
that, contrasting Europe with America in 
every respect, socially, politically and topo- 
graphically, we have the advautage in every 
way.

DEAR WHITEWASHING. 


Thé Special Committee’s Report on th 
Building Committee’s Contracts. 

The final meeting of the Committee of 
Seven appointed by the School Board to in- 
vestigate the whitewash contracts over 
which there has been such a riot in that 
body, revealed a very curious state of affairs. 
The usual wrangle between the friends and 
opponents of investigation took place, and 
Mr. Foerstel, in the role of prosecuting at- 
torney, heaped red hot coals on the Leads 
of the offending members of the 
Board. He indulged in several sweep- 
ing assertions, and threw out an 
occasional insinuation that threatened to 
precipitate a war. Among other things, he 
wanted to bring suit agianst Archibald Wil- 
helm on his official bond for $10,000, to re- 
cover any money the Board might lose by 
reason of the excessive rates charged in the 
contracts. He finally formulated his remarks 
into an exhibit showing that the contract for 
the Lyon school had been awarded at $357, 
when a genuine bid had been sent in offer- 
ing to do the work for $150. A bid for the 
Gravois school was awarded at $62, when the 
work could have been effected for $20. The 
lowest bid for the Granville was $12, bu: it 
was given toa bidder at $34, and No. 7, col- 
ored school, which could have been done for 
$12, was awarded at $38. Three bids had 
been received on all schools exceptin the 
third, fourth and seventh districts, and 
there were thirty schools im the city on which 
there were two or less bids awarded. 

The committee, after going into executive 

session, agreed to a report which, after set- 
ting forth that each district member was, 
according to the rule, to nominate three or 
more whiteners to b.d upon each school in 
his district, said: 
_ “We find that thirty contracts for whiten- 
ing schools were let on two bids, and two 
contracts on one bid. Your committe find 
that by the testimony offered in the case the 
adopted rule of July 15 has not, been cum- 
plied with; and further, itis the opinion of 
your cominittee that the prices charged on 
the following schools: Gravvis, Grand View, 
No. 8 Lon, Benton Station, Humboldt, 
Ciinton Brauch, E:iot, Laclede No. 12, Ciin- 
ton and No. 4are too high, and base their 
opinion on the foliowing iacts, viz.: ‘That we 
find a pumber of bids on the haids of the 
Buiiding Committee much lower than the 
bids on which the contracts were awarded, 
they being rejected because the bidder was 
not formaily invited by the district commit- 
teeman. ‘Lhe committee is of the opinion 
that the resolution of the Building Commit- 
tee adoptei July 15 is not in compliance with 
the general rules of the governmentof a 
pubiic institute, and is conducive, even when 
strictly carried out, to misconduct and over- 
charge for work, We therefore recommend 
that in future Rale 71 be strictly complied 
with in letting out contracts.
